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Palace Square is the name given to the open space in 
front of the Governor’s Palace. This ancient residence of 
the Grand Master was built during the rulership of Del 
Monte and La Cassiere, and covers an area of about 
2 acres. Portions of the Palace are open«to’ the public and 
contain many objects of historical interest and antiquity. 
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
